that the Amount of all Legacies and Donations of gol. and upwards has been fully 
inveſted agrecably to the Minute of 1784; and that although a few of the Counties 
have not yet ſent in any ww a for 1785, there appears leſs Occaſion for re- 
marking Deficiencies in this Reſpect than laſt Year. We truſt the Yearly-Meeting 
will judge it expedient to requeſt the Continuance of Friends Liberality in ſupporting 
this Inſtitution, and to recommend the Contribution of ſuch Meetings as wo not 
hitherto borne a due Share therein, as well as that all ſhould be ſent up within the 
Year for which they are raiſed. | DR
